% tbat behalf: His Majeſtie by the advice of His Puvie Countell, 

#4 and upon the motton of both the Houſes now here aſſembled in 

Parliament, hath thought fit to take off that reſtraint; And 

doth therefo;e hereby declare His Royall will and pleaſure to be; 

That all His P2zts of lrcland ſhall be as open and free fozall His 

Subjects to palle out of that Kingdom into Erglaud as fozmerly they have been, notwith- 
ſtanding any reſtraint by Pꝛotlamation ſince his Majcſtics atteſſe to the Crown. 

And therckozc His Majeſtic doth Craitly charge and command all Majozs, Soveraignes, 
Poztreeves, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Surveyozs , Dearchers, Watters, and all other 
His Majeſties Officers and Miniſters of all oꝛ any the Poꝛts of Ircland, oz the members 
thereof; That they permit and ſuffer allſuch of Hits Majeſties Subjects withinthat Realm 
as (hall be minded totranſpozt themſelves into England, to have freedom of paſſage at the 
ſaid Pozts accozdingly without any their lets oz interruptions; Any His Majeſties Pꝛo⸗ 
tlamations to the contrary notwithſtanding: And His Maſjcſtic further requireth that 


this His Royall pleaſure be made knowu to all his Dubfects, by publiſhing the ſame in both 
the ſatd Kingdoms. 


Given at the Court at Whitehall the eighteenth day of November, in the ſixteenth 
yeer of His Majeſties Reign.
